Ar this Theatre, last night, after tlie Opera of Der Vampyr, a new 
Vaudeville was produced, and favorably received ;—it is entitled The 
Foster-Brothers. When writing of a new Piece, it, now-a-days, fol- 
lows,as a matter of course, to sayit is taken from the French ; this is 
evidently so, and is of the sentimental kind, which by the aid of more 
perfect acting in that line always tells better on the French stage than 
on our own; at our Theatres they do not enter into the delicate senti- 
mentalities which are appreciated by, and delight a French audience. 
The story of The Foster- Brothers may be thus told :—In the opening 
scene we have a hard-bearted creditor, (Griphard,) as his name im- 
ports, demanding payment of £20 he had lent to a poor widow; this 
sun, with interest and costs of execution, amounts to £35. 17. 9, as 
Griphard very accurately informs us; the widow is i!] in bed, but he 
sees her neice, Thérése, an interesting young lady, who, of course, is 
shocked at Griphard’s brutality, in demanding his money, slthough, to 
do him jastice, he talks a good deal of plain sense to show the equity 
of his claim. Thérése has other matters pressing upon her attention 
that soon make her forget both her aunt and the old usurer; she has 
two lovers, the foster-brothers, the one a soldier, just returned, dis- 
charged, to see his mother, the other Jacot, a somewhat silly peasant ; 
of course the soldier is preferred, the more because he is generous 
enough to intercede for his foste:-brother, who has confided his love 
for Thérése to him, and engaged him to be his advocate with her.— 
The lady, however, unlike most heroines, determines to let no false 
delicacy impede her happiness, and confeeses her Jove for the soldier, 
her cousin ;—just as they are in raptures at this disclosure, Griphard 
returns for his money, which he claims the more urgently, because his 
son is drawn as a conscript, and he wants money to purchase a sub- 
stitute. Bertrand, the soldier, finding no other means to satisfy his mo- 
ther’s creditor, agrees to be that substitute himself, after taking an 
agonizing leave of Thérése, he is about to depart with the other con- 
scripts, whea Jacot rushes in, having purchased the bond with the

produce of his annual crop of apples, as well as a substitute for his 
foster-brother, to whom, finding that Thérése is attached, he gener- 
ously gives her up, and the lovers are thus made happy. 


Miss H. Cawse played Therese very interestiogly ;—her acting was 
extremely delicate and pathetic, and her sioging fall of expression.— 
Russel! and J. Vining, played well, as did Bennett in the hard-hearted 
usurer. The music by Mr, Hawes is pretty, if not very original; one 
song of Miss Cawse’s was deservedly encored, as well for the music, 
as her charming manner of singing it. The piece was favourably, 
though by no means enthusiastically received, it deserves repetition, 
as it is unpretendingly written, aad without a single clap-trap, though 
the scene being laid in France, afforded just now a fine opportunity. 
Miss Cawse wore a tri-coloured dress, but no allusions was made to 
polities. The Spring Lock cuncluded. The house was very respec- 
tably filled.
